However，aS time changed， 
fewer and fewer Chinese 
Amerlican families follow all 
the customs handed down 
from the previous generation， 
the elders comment，Today， it 
is not Surprising to find many 
Chinese American families 
that only observe one lunar 
new year tradition: a _ family 
dinner.

73 people attended the annual 
membership reception for 
Chinese for  Affirmative 
Action (CAA) held at 17 
Walter U. Lum Place on Jan. 
向 民 

Moderator Ling-chi Wang， 
chairperson of the CAA Board 
of Trustees and head of the 
1986 fundraising committee， 
said that the annual dinner 
would be held in April at the 
Fairmont Hotel. He intro- 
duced Executive Director 
Henry Der，who spoke briefly. 

"Chinese for Affirmative 
Action is facing Some very 
Severe cuts,”Der began. "The 
demands on ouUT work has not 
diminished.， In fact，I think 
lt"Ss increased，because there 
are higher expectations of the 
OoTrganizations yOU SUpport." 

CAA continues to assist 
about 100 clients a year with 
employment complaints，and 
works with many under- 
employed and unemployed 
workers，particularly in the 
construction and management 
fields. 

"Forty percent of the 
Chinese in the United States 
live in California," Der 
continued.， "Advances in the 
prlvate and public sector have 
not been commensurate with 
our educational attainments." 

BILINGUAL ISSUES 


He reminded the audience 
that CAA has been active 
with bilingual ， issues. 呈 
cannot Underscore the Seri- 
OousSness of the statewide 
campalgn to make English an 
official language,” he Said. 
"On the Surface，it Seems to 


encouIage people to _ learn 
English. On the other hand， it 
poses many constitutional 
challenges.…. 

"The proposal of a con- 
stitutional amendment will，if 
adopted by the voters of 
California， present major' 
major problems for Iany 
other members of ouUr com- 
munity who have not had the 
opportunity to learn the 
English language.” 

He pointed good-naturedly to 
Supervisor Bill Maher， 
standing on the sidelines，as 
an exampble of a CAA membei 
who does not necessarily 
endorse all of CAA'S policies. 
Maher is well known for his 
strong 0pposition to bilingual 


ballots and bilingual voter 
reglstration material. 
After Der's Speech，nomi- 


nating committee chairperson 
Isabel Hulie read the 1list of 
ten candidates for the board 
of trustees， to Serve for 
three-year terms (1986-88). 
The slate was accepted，thus 
formally electing the board 
members. The CAA elections 
are Staggered，So _ that every 
year，ten of the 30 board 
members are elected.

“Ididnt know 
anything about eyes, So 工 wrote to my 
ENT chief at Stanford requesting that he 
ask the eye professor how to treat these 
various eye cases ”Dr Kambara was put 
intouch with Dr. Bettman who answered 
his questions through an on-going corre= 
spondence that often included diagrams. 

In his original letter to Dr Bettman， 


dated 9ept. 26,， 1942，Dr. Kambara ex- 
plained“Now up here in the neck of the 
woods called Jule Lake no one knows 
anything about eyes; and furthermore， 
they don't care to handle any of it. So 
have it thrown into my lap along with 
Ear Nose and Throat.” 

Listing 102 cases in his records，Dr 
Kambara noted that the most prevalent 
were 14 cataract,， 13 lacrimal duct ste- 
nosis, 17 pterygium and 28 cases of tra- 
choma.“You can readily realize the defi- 
ciency we have in ophthalmological 
knowledge here, but we haveto getalong 
with what wehbave”Dr. Kambara wrote， 
lamenting the lack of equipment and the 


difficulty in obtaining supplies.“Our eye 
Surgery equipment consists of a kit in 3 
wooden box containing most common 
instruments.” 

In another letter Dr. Kambara noted， 
“There's an amazing number of flareups 
of trachoma. One patient had the disease 
0 yeatrs ago buit no interval trouble. All 
these _ patients had trachoma in Japan 
years before. They never had trouble in 
this country until they were thrown into 
these concentration camps. he food， 
living conditions and mental comnditions 
in these camps have helped lower their 
resistance and hygiene so that once again 
they have been afflicted by the disease. 
We are also getting many newW cases of 
tuberculosis.”

GUANGZHOU - China calls 
it officially the Spring 
Eestival，but many still prefer 
to refer to it as the New Year. 
But whatever name one may 
wish to use，Spring Festival is 
by far the most important 
holiday in the year for the 
Chinese people. 

This is the time of the year 
when Chinese will try to 
return home to be with family 
and friends. Nowhere is this 
more evident than the annual 
mass hegira beglinning about 3 
week before the New Year 
made by almost a million 
Chinese from Hong Kong and 
abroaQd to their ancestral 
villages in China. This was 
brought home to us vividly 
recently when we were 
Teturning to Guangzhou a few 
days before Chinese New 
Year，and on the road met 
literally dozens of taxis and 
vans going in the opposite 
direction. Bringing home 
loads of gifts with them， these 
Chinese from abroad were on 
thelir way to Sze Yup for 
Chinese New Year.

IThis is quite 
evident during the Spring 
Festival when al1 Guangzhou 
parks arrange colorful floral 
displays for public enjoyment 
and individuals brighten their 
homes with flowers and 
plants. Days before the New 
Year，flowers are already 
being offered for sale in 
Guangdong cities and towns. 
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The _ original of these 
congregations is _ the famous 
and_ once unique _ institution 
known as the PuasHi 
(Cantonese aasi， "flower 
market") in Guangzhou. 

Three days before New Year 
Day vendors would set up 
temporary Stalls on the city 
Streets offering a profusion of 
potted dwarf trees，kumquats， 
narcisslis， peach and plum 
blossoms， peony， chrysan- 
themum，at least four types of 
potted tangerines，and 3a host 
of other brightly colored 
blossoms，as well as goldfish 
and other Inerchandise，to 
hordes of eager buyerSs.、 下 ach 
of the four jaasi in the city is 
several blocks in extent.

"In the accounting business 
it's an apprenticeship type of 
thing._ Usually in three or 
four years you learn enough to 
Start a business,”he explained. 

Eor many years，Quan has 
participated as a volunteer at 
career workshops at high 
Schools and colleges， One of 
his main messages for Asian 
Americans hoping to become 
accountants is that the field is 
Dot particularly well paying，is 
Very competitive，and requires 
excellent communication skills 
even more than mathematical 
ability. 

"When I graduated in "73，I 
found how difficult it was to 
.find a job, as an Asian, in the 
accounting field,”he recalled. 
"At that time，about half our 
class was Asian，A lot of us 
had good grades compared to 
the non-Asians，I think in our 
class，only four Asians 8got 
hired with big accounting 

firms,，versus a majorily of the 

noOn-Asians. 

"2I guess that really 
Imotivated me to try to be 
Imore outspoken and try to 
Tight what I Saw as wIongS.

With 
that group，he lobbied for 
legislation requiring the city 
to Set aside a certain 
percentage of contracts for 
minority-owned， women- 
0wned, and local businesses. 
Modest about his personal 
Sacrifices， Quan Said 
matter-of-factly， "I have 
always been interested in 
doing positive things for the 
Chinese community." 
Reminded of the low voter 
turnout and the general 
political apathy among 
Chinese Americans，he said，"T 
guesSs my feeling .is that 
because of the immigration

Chinese New Year， 
A San Francisco Tradition 


By H. M. LAI 

When the Chinesecameto North 
Amerlica they also brought along 
many traditions, among whlch was 
the observance of Chinese New 
Year. The few Chinese merchants 
in San Franclsco during the late 
1840's probably tried to celebrate 
the coming ofthe NewYear as they 
would have in China. On Feb. 3， 
1851 the San Eranclsco 4ljta Ca1- 
jomza ran an ltem that “Norman 
Assing，the well-known chief of 
the China boys, gave a grand feast 
on Saturday nilght at hls Private 
house in celebration of the birth of 
the Chinese New Year A_ number 
of the pollicemen of our city，and 
many ladlies and "China boys” were 
Present on the occaslon 

During the 19th century lt be- 
came a custom for San Francisco's 
White business comImunlty to ViSlt 
Chinese stores during Chinese New 
Year. During these occaslons Chil- 
nese merchants would provide large 
Stocks of wines，clgars and other 
refreshments for thelir guests ; how- 
ever，the frst two ltems，being 
concesslons to Caucaslan tastes， 
Were not Usually offered to the 
Chinese. At thilis time even stran- 
gers who entered the Stores Were 
treated cordially and hospitably, 
and some whltes would take ad- 
vantage of thls opportunlty to go 
from store to Store to wet their 
throats with champagne and 
brandy, and taking at each place a 
Cigar OF twWo. 

San Franclsco Chinese celebrate 
the NewYear with great gusto dur- 
ing fat years and lean. There was a 
New Year celebration even after 
the 1906 fire and earthquake had 
destroyed San Franclsco China- 
town. However，on thls occaslion 
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an even blgger observance took 
place in Oakland where many San 
Eranclsco Chinese had taken tem- 
porary refuge. It was to be a few 
more years before enough Chinese 
moved back to 9an Francisco for 
the festivities there to regain thelr 
Prevlous level of exuberance， 

After the 1911 revolution when 
China became a republic, mallitant 
elements Pushed to abolish the ob- 
Servance of Chinese New Year 1 
San Franclsco. Since the revolu- 
tion occurred toward the end of 
1911 and the Republican govern- 
ment was not offcially establlished 
until Jan. 1, 1912, a concession Was 
made allowing the celebration in 
accordance with the lunar calen- 
dar. But Supporters of the revolu- 
tion gave notice that thlis would be 
the last such event and henceforth 
Chinese would mark the coming of 
the New Year by the Gregorlan 
calendar: 

However the strength of tradi- 
tion could not be dismissed qulte 
So easlly. In 1912 merchants meet- 
ing at the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce hotly debated which 1s 
the appropriate date to observe the 
NewyYear. Finally in a compromalse 
lt was decided that all Chinese 
Stores Should close on January 1st. 
On the other hand, the declslon as 
to whether a store Should be closed 
on the traditional lunar New Year 
Was left to-the owner. Clearance of 
debts，closure of accounts and in- 
atuguration of of 人 cers，however， 
would still be in accordance with 
the old calendar. 

Thlis decislion did not lay the 
lssue to rest as people continued to 
argue the lssue and Chinese New 
Year In 1913 saw a divided com- 
munlty. Traditionalists closed their 


Stores and lgnlted frecrackers while 
the modernlsts, mostly the younger 
elements，stalked the streets wlth 
their hands in their Pockets Sneer- 
ing at the “old fogies”There were 
even some heated arguments and 
Severaltimes the Chinatown Squad 
had to interfere when opposing 
factions threatened to erupt In ac- 
tions_ Stronger than Imere Verbal 
exchanges. Some modernilsts de- 
clared toO Western reporters that 
the traditionalists were a minority 
of reactionaries who look with dis- 
favor on the ways ofprogress. They 
optimlstically predicted that the 
traditional Chinese NewYear would 
Soon disappear， But how wrong 
they could bel! As China 1lapsed 
into_ civil war and revolutionary 
ardor Subsided, there was no great 
rush to push thls lsSsue. Chinese 
NewyYear was left alone to be cele- 
brated as Usual. 

The New Year celebration was 
also threatened frequently from an- 
other quarter. During the 1870'S， 
egged on by anti-Chinese agltators， 
the SFE Board of Supervlsors 
slapped an injunction Upon fre- 
crackers. Butthey underestimated 
the force of tradition. With the 
coming of the New Year the Chil- 
nese defantly lit offttheir frecrack- 
ers anyway. In 1920 the Fire De- 
partment also made the first of its 
many attempts to establlsh a world 
record for futility by Imposing a 
ban. But New Year in 1920 started 
off as usual with a big bangand the 
decibels went full scale. Subse- 
quent curbs were not any more 
SUccessful as Chinese New Year 
continued to be celebrated with 
frecrackers and became established 
as a permanent part of the local 
Scene.
